An Ordinance of the City of Sonth San 
Francisco Prohibiting - Persona Under 
the Age of Fourteen Tears Prom Ap¬ 
pearing - Upon or Traveling - Upon Any 
Street, Highway, Avenue, or Alley, or 
Any Other Public Place Within the 
City of South San Francisco After 
the Hour of Nine o’clock P. M. of 
Any Day. 

The Boarll of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows : 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons under the age of 
fourteen (14) years to appear or be or ! 
travel upon any public street, highway, 
avenue, alley, or other public place j 
after the hour of nine (9) o’clock p. m. 
of any day, unless accompanied by one j 
of the parents of such person or law¬ 
fully appointed guardian, or other per¬ 
son having the legal care or custody of 
such minor child, or unless in the per¬ 
formance of an errand or duty directed 
by such parent, guardian or other per¬ 
son having the legal care or custody of 
such minor child; provided, however, 
that this exception shall not apply when 
the person under such age shall be 
playing or unnecessarily loitering in or 
upon any such public street, highway, 
avenue, alley, or other public place, 
whether alone of accompanied by a 
parent, guardian, or any person whom¬ 
soever. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any parent, guardian or other person 
having the legal care or custody of any 
child under the age of fourteen (14) 
years to allow or permit any such 
child, or ward or other person under 
such age to appear or be or travel upon 
any public street, highway, avenue, alley 
or other public place after the hour of 
nine (9) o'clock p, m. of any day, un¬ 
less reasonable necessity exists there¬ 
for. 

Section 3. Any minor child arrested 
under the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be detained by the City Marshal 
until the parents or guardians or other 
persons having the legal care or cus¬ 
tody of such minor have been notified 
of such arrest and shall have refused to 
be held responsible for the observance 
1 of the provisions of this ordinance by 
such minor child or to give bail for the 
appearance of such minor child, unless 
bail be otherwise furnished. 

Section 4. Any person who shall vio¬ 
late any provision of this ordinance 

| shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
I ished by a fine of not less than Ten 

i Dollars ($10.00) and not exceeding 

Forty Dollars ($40.00), or by imprison¬ 
ment for a period not exceeding Thirty 
(30) days, or by both such fine and im¬ 
prisonment. 

j Section 5. This ordinance shall be 
published once in "The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper, printed, published 

and circulated in the City of South San 
: Francisco and shall take effect and be 
; in force from and after the expiration 
j of Thirty (30) days after the date of 
its passage.

Judge Rehberg, a Detroit, Mich., 
man, finally quit the building busi¬ 
ness and took over the big barn on 
Cypress avenue built by Dunn & Co. 
and occupied through 1892 to house, 
the teams and vehicles used in their 
real estate business. Rehberg named 
it ‘The Detroit Stables,” and carried ! 
on for a number of years a livery and 


teaming business. 

Frank Miner is also a pioneer con¬ 
tractor and present resident of this 
city. He is a California pioneer as 
well. He came to Soulh San Fran¬ 
cisco July 10, 1892, from a mining 
district. • He found a mining man 
named C. G. Ferguson with a big barn 
he was eager to sell in order to get 
back to the mines. Mr. Miner bought 
out Ferguson, who went back to the 
Shasta county mines, where he died 
some years later, dreaming to the last 
of a bonanza just beyond the end of 
his pick and drill, which he failed to 
reach, but there is an inexhaustible 
well of pure water, struck by Fergu¬ 
son inside the barn, a lasting me¬ 
morial, finer d:an silver or gold. 

Mr. Miner remodeled a portion of 
the barn building as a dwelling, 
moved in, and for many years made

| Regli, who now owns and has owned 
the place the past forty-five years, 
j In 1895 South San Francisco con- 
| taint'd by count 671 people, big and 
i little, young and old, and in 1892 the 
resident population probably did not 
exceed 450, about forty persons per 
saloon. Whether the pioneers were 
extraordinary boozers, or the saloons ; 
had other sources of support, is not j 
of record, but with all the eighteen 
bars in full swing, there was not 
much drunkenness. In fact, there 
was less drunkenness and much less 
law-breaking in this city then than 
there is today under an eighteenth 
amendment bone-dry law. Under 
present-day restrictions the respect¬ 
able, law-abiding citizen, be he for¬ 
eign or native born, is deprived of his 
wine or beer at his table or In his 
lunch basket, while the bum can 


readily get all the bootleg booze he 
can stow away. 

George Gouzenes of Millbrae was 
the first butcher to furnish meat to 
the people of this city. His home and 
shop were at Millbrae, and he served 
the people here by means of a de¬ 
livery wagon. He began in March, 
1892, and continued his service for 
two or three years. The following 
year Frank Sanchez, also of Millbrae, 
commenced running a meat delivery 
wagon to this city, and continued the 
service for many years; in fact, until 
his last illness caused his retirement 
from active life. Frank Sanchez was 
a grandson of the Francisco Sanchez 
to whom the Buri-Buri Rancho was 
granted in 1821. 

MILES OF CARS STALLED 

ON STEEP MOUNTAIN (LIMB 

Janies McMills, who with his par¬ 
ents drove to Santa Cruz Sunday, tells 
of being kept waiting on Mount Char¬ 
ley for eight hours while many cars, 
unable to make the steep grade of the 
mountain in the soft sand tiiat co- 
ered the roadbed, were moved out of 
the way by teams. McMills states 
there was a line of machines stretch¬ 
ing from the mountains into Santa 
Cruz, a distance he estimates as near¬ 
ly twenty-five miles, waiting while j 
many of the smaller cars, unable to 
make the climb, were hauled to the 
side of tlie road in an attempt to keep 
the way clear.
